True, there has been a very pronounc- 
ed stowing down o£ operation, tlurough 
shortened rmrning time, bankii-g and 
hJo-wiiis oat of ovens, and a sharp 
CTjrtailment in. prodnction. bm there 
has not been that piling up of stock 
coke, filling of sidings with uncon-, 
signed cars of coke, slump in ciial de- 
mand and other features of the situa- 
tion which thc'propoets ot gloom had 
predicted would assuredly deviJop. 


Instead of a near approach to a 


complete stoppage ol coking opera- 
tions, as had been more or less con-, 
fidently expected, the net result of the 
first six working days, ended Satur- 
day last, show that only 446 ovens had 
been added to the idle .list and that 
tie loss in. production was bat 7.2.000 
tons* or a reduction of only al>out 29 
per cent from that of the week pre- 
ceding.
